Edwin L, Quarles was the principal 
speaker at the meeting, which was 
presided over by Mayor E. C. Payne, 
who had been introduced by W. R. 
Hall, president of the Board of Com­ 
merce. 
Short talks were delivered by 
W. A. Bibb, Mat Chas. Bassett, Judge 
John C. Evater. Baynard Malone. C. 
V. Dupont and W R. Shelton, 


Take the Lead. 
In his address, which consumed 26 
minutes. Mr. Quarles stressed the op­ 
portunity that ie now In the grasp of 
t£e Bouth. 
In speaking^of the South, 
Mr Quarles waa careful to explain 
that he did not mean tha south poli­ 
tically, nor economically nor section- 
ally 
bul geographically. 
He paint­ 
ed an eloquent word picture of the 
South’s vast resources, which made 
It the natural leader of the nation; 
of Alabama’s wealth of 
forest 
and 
fisld and mine, and of Albany's priv­ 
ilege of leading the state and the 
south and the nation industrlaily as 
well as alphabetically if the proper 
enterprise 
and 
co-operation 
was 
shown by its citizenship. 
Mr. Quarles called attention to the 
fact that every city lost the larger 
part of its young men by failure to 
provide means for their development 
at home. 
He especially urged 
his 
auditors to take steps to make Albany 
so attractive that its 
young 
man 
power would not be sent abroad into 
foreign fields, but should be kept ?t 
home. 


Explains the Plan. 
The speaker also 
explained 
the 
plan on which the board of commerce 
was to be formed, and stated plainly 
that it could not be operated suc­ 
cessfully without a |paid 'secretary 
and without sufficient funds. 
"Spend 
all you get and get all you can” was 
his epigrammatic advice as to how 
to successfully conduct a board of 
commerce. 
The other speAkers of the evening 
¿pledged their co-operation in making 
the Board of Commerce

With the growth of the nation, the 
naturalisation of aliens resident here 
in 1012, the spread of women nuffrage 
and the intense interest this yeer the 
number of ballots cast is quite cer­ 
tain to reach 16,000,000 and ma> go 
much higher. 
The citizens will choose 611 m «ru­ 
bers of the electoral college, thoee 
ornamental officials who will solemn­ 
ly meet some time hence and enact 
Into law • result everyone will kn^w 
by midnight tonight. 
The number ©i 
electoral votes necessary for a choice 
Is 266. 
The nation is on tiptoe awaiting the 
result—not only because 
’he 
issues 
have stirred the blood of the people, 
but also because an unbiased observer 
concludes from the numerous straw 
ballots, the concensus of forecasts by 
leading partisans, the course of the 
betting odds, the various other Indi­ 
cations that the result will be a very 
close one. 
It Is easy to find those on
